less body of Walter Lamana, an Italian 
boy, between 7 and 8 years of age, 
who was kidnaped two weeks ago 
and held for 1,6,000 ransom, was found 
by police and vigilantes In a swamp 
near hero. He had been strangled to 
death, according to the confession of 
one of several Italians held by tho 
police. Tho boj's neck is supposed to 
have been broken when he was stran- 
gled, causing the head to become sev- 
ered from the body when decomposi- 
tion set in. The head was found a 
short distance from the body. 


The murdered boy was found near 


St. Rose, about 20 miles from Xew 
Orleans.

He wore the garb of a southern 
peasant. 


A somi-ofBcial account of the inter- 


view sa\s that the premier used ex- 
tremely strong language, virtually re- 
proaching hte visitor with the respon- 
sibility for all that has happened in 
the south. M. Albert is represented 
as having been overcome with con- 
trition. Later Albert declined to re- 
veal anything that had occurred dur- 
ing his conference with the premier, 
declaring that he had given his word 
to M. Clemenceau not to do so. He 
said, however, that he was leaving Im- 
mediately for the south, where he in- 
tended "to do his duty." 
This leads 


to the presumption that an under- 
standing between himself and the pre- 
mier was reached. It is believed that 
M. Albert pleaded the cause of M. Fer- 
rout, the ex-mayor of Narbonne, and 
his comrades on the Argeliers com- 
mittee, who are under arrest, but upon 
this point M. Clemenceau remains ob- 
durate. He again authorized the state- 
ment that the government would not 
interfere with the courts. 
The re- 


lease and immunity from prosecution 
of those now under lock and key 
seems at this time to be the principal 
demand of the winegrowers upon the 
government.

which has assumed the direction of

Situation the Occasion of Anxiety at 


Home and Abroad. 


New York, June 24.—The securities 


markets of the world were heavy and 
apathetic during the whole of last 
week, prices 
fluctuating 
feebly in 


either direction. 
There was no evi- 


dence of liquidation, but demand was 
piostrate and no power of recovery 
could be perceived. The strain of the 
semi-annual money settlements caused 
some anxiety, and markets evidently 
are waiting the passing of that critical 
period. Th? money situation is the 
occasion 
of even greater anxiety 


abroad than in this country. The posi- 
tion abioad, however, is directly re- 
flected in our own markets by the 
withdrawal of gold from New York to 
build up the reserve in Paris. 
The 


motives of the French demand for gold 
are canvassed with interest. One ob- 
vious motive is the purpose of the 
Bnnk of Fiance to recoup itself for 
advance made to other markets during 
the strain of last fall and winter. The 
persistence of the French demand 
gives rise to fears that political causes 
in addition are dreaded. The popular 
upheaval in southern France over the 
discontent of the winegrowers and the 
overturn of the Russian parliament 
are rogirded as containing the seeds 
of danger for the French financial 
position.

TAXATION IN OHIO 


An Address by Hon. Atlee Pomerene 


Before the Canton Board ._,, 
-*, ^ 
of Trade. 


At the annual banquet of the Can- 


ton Board of Trade held April 10, 1907, 
Hon. Atlee Pomerene, a member of the 
Tax Commission of Ohio, delivered a 
comprehensive address on the subject 
of "Taxation in Ohio." 


Mr. Pomerene discussed the limita- 


tions of the constitution as they af- 
fect taxation. 


"When the constitution of 1S51 was 


adopted, it provided like that of 1802

therefore, be no taxes now upon 
persons, 
and

Section 2 


Article 
12, of the constitution of 


1851 
provided 
'laws 
shall 
be 


passed, taxing by uniform rule, ali 
moneys, credits, investments in bonds 
stocks, joint stock companies, or oth 
erwise; and also real and persona! 
property according to its value In 
money.' 
This was amended Nov. 7 


1905, so as to except from taxation 
bonds—state, municipal, county, town- 
ship and school. 
The legislature 


therefore, is limited more than it was 
by the constitution of 1802. 


"It is well in theory to say that all 


classes of property of 
whatsoever 


kind, shall be taxed according to its 
true value in money, but the experi- 
ence of fifty-six years since the adop- 
tion of the constitution of 1851, warns 
us that in practice this rule is in- 
equitable and unjust. 


"When Article 12, Section 2, was 


adopted, a regulation was prescribed 
not only for our fathers, but for suc- 
ceeding generations. I do not think 
they wrought well for themselves, and 
they certainly have not for us. In this 
day of corporations, private and quasi 
public, when great franchises are be- 
ing given away for me asking, it is 
well for us to pause and 
take 
a 


thought for the morrow, as well is for 
the present. We are better able to 
determine, and the general assembly 
is better able to determine, what is 
necessary and suitable to our pres- 
ent condition than were our fathers 
of two generations ago. 


"We must remember that in the 


administration of our tax laws real 
estate does not and cannot escape the 
attention of the officer. Some tangible 
personal property does and can es- 
cape and most of it does escape. 


Mr. Pomerene showed how monies 


and credits escaped taxation. After 
summing up the inconsistencies of the 
consitutional restrictions, he said: 


"What should be done? I speak for 


no one save myself. First, in my 
judgment the constitution should be 
BO amended as to untie the hands of 
the legislature entirely, or to so amend 
Section 2 of Article 12 that it will 
permit of a classification of the sub- 
jects of taxation. It is urged that if 
this section of the 
constitution 
be 


wiped out entirely, and the legisla- 
ture left free to do what to it seems 
meet, there would be no end of lobby- 
ing and corruption. 


'"But it is not necessary to go to 


that extent, if the people will but per- 
mit a classification of property so that 
real estate may be put upon one foot- 
ing; tangible personal property upon 
another, and intangible upon still an- 
other, then laws may be passed which 
would be pertinent and applicable to 
each subject. 
Would it 
not 
be 


fairer then to adopt some statute 
taxing personal property and par- 
ticularly 
intangible personal 
prop- 


erty, at a lesser rate? Would it not 
be more likely to be returned for taxa- 
tion? And certainly we don't want to 
be put in an attitude where we are 
forcing money and the holders ot se- 
curities to move without the 
state. 


When the rule is once adopted, it will 
apply with equal and exact justice to 
all, because each will have the same 
opportunities 
to 
acquire 
personal 


property, tangible or intangible, that 
he now has to acquire real estate. It 
is not true that a rule of this kind 
would work an injustice upon the own- 
ers of real 'state. It is said that the 
farming communities pay proportion- 
ately more taxes than the residents 
of cities. This, I believe, is true, but 
it is no more true of real estate than 
it is of personality. 


"Second. Franchises should be tax- 


ed I do not mean by this thAt ex- 
cessive burdens shall be placed upon 
corporations of any kind. I believe 
they have escaped their fair portion 
of this burden in the past, but that 
ought not to be a reason why they 
should be punished now or in the fu- 
ture, because the holders of these 
franchises of yesterday are not the 
holders thereof today or tomorrow. 


"Third. 
All state taxes should be 


abolished. 
All burdens of this char- 


acter should be as nearly local as 
possible. 


Fourth. Some svstem should be de- 


vised, such as a state board of taxa- 
tion, permanent in its nature, com- 
posed of men who know their busi- 
ness 
There should also be county 


boards made responsible to the state 
boards, and there should be appointed 
township or ward assessors who are 
fitted by experience to do that which 
:he law requires of them. 


"Fifth 
Let the state and county 


and township, and municipal and 
school officials s-lve one-half as much 
attention to the curtailment of public 
expenses as they do to finding new 
sources of revenues for expenditure, 
and we will then be as near a Utopian 
'orm of government as we can hope to 
be before we reach the millennium."

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Burns, the Brainy Sleuth 


BUSINESSLIKE DETECTIVE WHO BROUGHT SAN FRAN- 


CISCO'S MUNICIPAL GRAFTERS TO BAY. 


Nemesis of Counterfeiters Never Procrastinates and Does 


Not Waste Any Time In Bluffing—Has No Use For 


False Whiskers and Is Credited With 


Having a Sixth Sense. 


By ROBERTUS LOVE. 


A 


NY man with a corpuscle of the 


rtal crimson in his blood likes 
a good detective story. 
The 


sleuth is the favorite hero of 


fiction. Once given a scent of the ex- 
citement we must follow the trail un- 
til we track the redhauded villain to 
his lair and hear the click of the hand- 
cuffs. But it is not the villain we care 
for nor the beautiful blond heroine. 
It is the sleuth. The thin man with the 
eteely blue eyes is the picture that we 
hang on memory's wall. 
Sometimes 


the detective story that really hap- 
pens is worthy of being labeled "just 
as good," though the actual detective 
is quite different from his fictional 
brother. 


One of these sleuth tales in real life 


has just reached .the handcuff climax 
in San Francisco.'"William J. Burns is 
the sleuth and therefore the hero of 
the story. He Is the man who has 
brought the municipal grafters to bay. 
He has run Abe Kuef to his ultimate 
lair and rounded up along with him 
the mayor, nearly all the members of 
the board of supervisors and a select 
assortment of millionaires who have 
been profiting in a worldly sense by 
bribing the cityofficials. 
Far From a Conventional Sleuth. 


Mr. Burns is not the conventional 


eleuth of fiction. Far from it. He is a 
rotund'person, with a fine color in his 
face and a curly mustache, with a 
twinkle In his ey_e and no indication 


agent in getting evidence against the 
land thieves. The remarkable success 
of his work there is a matter of recent 
record. 
But the United States gov- 


ernment could not assign one of its 
agents to do detective work In a case 
wherein the government was not offi- 
cially 
concerned. 
Accordingly 
Mr. 


Burns found it necessary to" resign 
from the secret service in order to take 
up the work in San Francisco. It is 
understood that President Roosevelt 
was glad to concur in Burns' resigna- 
tion because he felt that the man would 
do valuable public work in California. 
The government could afford to lend 
one of its best sleuths to a suffering 
city f3r a year or so. That is how 
Burns got Into the game at the Golden 
Gale. 
Boss of the Battle at All Points. 


TLere are no false whiskers in the 


makeup room of "William J. Burns. He 
is not that sort of sleuth. Such popu- 
lar disguises would not serve in the 
San Francisco case anyhow. 
Burns 


was aware that the banded brigands 
of the city would employ their own de- 
tectives to shadow him. He therefore 
planned his campaign as commander 
in chief rather than as a fighter in the 
ranks. "Wearing his customary clothes, 
which are somewhat more fashionable 
than those of the average professional 
man. he went about the city In his au- 
tomobile, openly and freely, just like 
any well groomed man of affairs. Un- 
der his direction he had a small army 


•who TTSTP riot rowed hy fear 


gave him applause. 


Burns was born in Columbus, O., for- 


ty-six years ago. 
His father was ii 


tailor. The young man learned to cut 
suits. 
He -wivj twenty-six years old 


when he mad'.- the discovery that he 
wus cut out for something else. 
He 


rail down a forgery in a local election 
case with such success that he went 
Into the sleuth liae for life. Not long 
afterward Bjunis went to St. Louis, 
•where his first big triumph in bis new 
profession was won. A gang had been 
renting houses, furnishing them, insur- 
ing the furniture and burning the 
houses to get the Insurance. 
Many 


thousands of dollars had been secured 
In this -way. Burns went on the job 
-and landed the miscreants. 


The young man was called to the 


government secret service. He became 
the Nemesis of counterfeiters. 'Burns 
Ui'uive up some of Hie moat s>un.t:bSlui 
counterfeiting gangs ever known in 
this country. There was, for instance, 
the Taylor-Briddell crowd of Pennsyl- 
vania. These men spent $100,000 in 
producing a paper like that used in 
printing United States money. They 
had made $200,000 In counterfeiting 
cigar revenue stamps. Then they man- 
ufactured a hundred dollar bill which 
was accepted by bank tellers and even 
by subtreasury men. 


Burns was assigned to the case. He 


intercepted a letter from Kendig & 
Jacobs, clgarmakers of Lancaster, Pa., 
to Taylor and Bnddell, engravers, in 
Philadelphia. Burns opened the letter, 
found tlieiem three of the bills, mark- 
ed them, resealed the envelope and 
sent it along in the mails. In relating 
the story of this case he says:' 


"Later when Chief Wilkie and I went 


to search Taylor and Briddell's place 
and arrest them I pried open a drawer 
m their desk. I found two of the three 
bills I had marked. I said to Wilkie, 
loud enough for the men under arrest 
to hear: 


" 'That's funny. Jacobs told us there 


were three of these bills.' 


"Briddell bit 
'Burns,' he said, "how 


many men have you got under arrest 
in this case?' I named every man who 
was connected with the caee, none of 
whom was under arrest at the time. 
'That's enough for me,' said Briddell. 
'We don't make any more trouble for

anywhere about his anatomy that he 
carries the Sherlock Holmes dope syr- 
inge In his pocket Burns is just an- 
other name for brains. This detective 
resorts to 
no 
psychological 
dope 


dreams. He simply uses human intelli- 
gence to the best advantage. He has 
studied the detective business as an- 
other man studies law or medicine or 
journalism, and he knows how. 


Burns began his San Francisco work 


about six months ago. 
The world 


knows what has happened since. For 
half a dozen years everybody of intel- 
ligence who was familiar with the con- 
ditions in San Francisco knew very 
well that deep dyed graft wrts going on 
all the time, that the city was in the 
hands of a highly organized gang of 
bribers and plunderers and that things 
municipal were going headlong to the 
dogs. But how are you going to prove 
It? That was the question. How ar6 
you going to fasten the crimes upon 
the criminals? That was Burns' task. 
Many San Franciscans laughed at him 
when he set about the job. 


Burns knew his business. For eight- 


een years he had been an agent of the 
United States secret service. Prior to 
that he had done notable detective 
•work. He bad served a long appren- 
ticeship. Such a man was nerded to 
run down the San Francisco grafters. 
•The district attorney, William H Lang- 
don, appointed Francis J. Heney to do 
the prosecuting, but before this dis- 
tinguished prosecutor could proceed 
there must be somebody to prosecute. 
Indictment must be found. 
There 


must be evidence upon which to br e 
Indictments. 
Heney stipulated that if 


he took tho job of prosecuting t*e 
grafters J"5 must have Burns to do the 
detective wirk, to get the evidence and 
to run the grafters to the end of their 
rope. 


Heney knew Burns. Two years agr 


Burns hart worked with him in Oregor 
tad Washington as a secret service 


of trusted men who did the concrete 
detective work, while the master mind 
guided their movements and was the 
boss of the battle at all points. 


An army commander's business is to 


discover and attack the weak point in 
the enemy's line. Burns watched for 
the weak spot and found it Two men, 
Wyman and Steffcns, had been sent to 
the penitentiary two years before for 
election frauds. Another, Frank Mae- 
stretti, had barely escaped conviction. 
Macstretti was one of the chief lieu- 
tenants of Abe Ruef, the boss boodler, 
the go-between in all the bribery trans- 
actions. Wyman and Steffcns were in 
the pententiary, miffed at Maestretti 
because he had escaped their fate. 
Burns' agents visited them and found 
that they would tell all they knew 
about Maestretti if they were par- 
doned out.

mv.at of Costa Rica to aid in capturing 
the counterfeiters. When Burns went 
to work on the case, after others had 
failed, he had only a sofa containing 
§3,000,000 In the Costa Rlcan counter- 
feit wrapped In burlap and ready for 
shipment to the country where the 
money could be used. The burlap was 
•marked "XX 1684." 
That was all, 


but that lettering gave Burns the clew 
which led him through an overall fac- 
tory at Newburg, N. Y., to the home 
of a widow In Long Island City who 
had a son-in-law with a Central Amer- 
ican name. This young man, Ricardo 
de Requisens, and his confederate, 
General Frederico Mora, are now serv- 
ing a term for counterfeiting, their 
plates having been confiscated.

these arrests Burns prevented a revo- 
lution in Costa Rico, the spurious mon- 
ey being Intended to defray the ex- 
penses of a revolt. 


Burns also caused the capture of 


Bill Brockway, who, with James Court- 
ney and Dr. Bradford, had manufac- 
tured $2,000,000 in spurious gold cer- 
tificates.
